Lebanon’s Interior Minister Kamal Jumblat said 
Thursday guerrilla leaders had agreed to stop firing 
at Israel from the Lebanese side of the border. 

In a statement after a meeting with Palestinian 
leaders, Jumblat said, “I reached agreement on the 
necessity to cease striking across the Lebanese bord¬ 
ers, and the Palestinians are convinced of this. What 
happens on occasion is the result of individual action 
which all are seeking to stop.”

OTTAWA (CP) — Thursday 
was a rough day for the Cana¬ 
dian transport commission. It 
got both history and geogra¬ 
phy confused. 

After studying the matter 
for nearly three months, the 
commission granted licences 
to two ^eight-handling com¬ 
panies to operate barges on 
the wrong river. 

Then somebody else goofed 
and misspelled the name of 
one of Canada's longest and 
most historic waterways, 

John W. Pickersgill, presi¬ 
dent of the commission- an 
historian before, he turned pol¬ 
itician and public servant, 
with a wide knowledge of Ca¬ 
nadian geography was not 
amused. 

The commission granted ap¬ 
plications by Kaps Transport 
Ltd. and Streeper Bros Ma¬ 
rine Transport Co. Ltd. to 
operate freight barges on "tlie 
MacKenzie River and from 
the Mackenzie River to ^iard 
and Nelson Rivers.” 

The Nelson River, in fact, Is 
hundreds of miles away from 
the Mackenzie and the Liard, 
and flows into Hudson Bay 
from Lake Winnipeg. 

It would be hard to operate 
barges on much of the Nelson 
these days. Manitoba is build¬ 
ing big hydroelectric dams on 
the river. 

"Oops,” a transport com¬ 
mission official said. The li¬ 
ce n c e s should apply, of 
course, to the Fort Nelson 
River in northern British Co¬ 
lumbia. It flows into the 
Iiard, which in turn flows into 
the Mackenzie —not Mac¬ 
kenzie.

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Government Plots in Secret 


M ost Canadians win be shocked to ieam 
that the Trudeau administration has placed 
a stop order on the awarding of all medals and 
decorations to the Canadian armed forces. 

-rile reason is that a heretofore undisclosed 
study by an interdepartmental committee Is in 
progress. It is expected to recommend a “broader 
acale of awards” than the single Canadian 
decoration, the Medal of Courage. 

A spokesman for the committee was quoted by 
the Canadian Press as having said he had heard of 
no freeze on awards, but Richard Jackson, of the 
Colonist’s Ottawa bureau, was informed by defence 
headquarters that it had, in fact, been ordered. 

It is strongly suspected that the “broader scale 
of awards” contemplated by the committee will 
mean the abandonment of medals and decorations 
of British tradition, such as the Distinguished 
Service Order, the Distinguished Flying Cross and 
even the coveted Victoria Cross, awarded in excep¬ 
tional circumstances “for valor.” 

There has been no presentation of medal or 
decoration to any member of the Canadian armed 
forces since last February, when a nursing sister, 
■Capt. Joan Cashin, received a Member of the 
British Empire award on behalf of the Queen from 
Governor-General Roland Michener. There are 
some 20 pending, including a number to members 
of the crew of HMCS Kootenay for heroism 
following the fatal explosion aboard. 

The most disturbing element of this decision of 


the government to “study” the award structure for 
the armed services is the secrecy in which the 
committee has worked for the better part of a 
year. 

“There is some reason,” Mr. Jackson reports, 
‘to wonder whether the defence department has 
been consulted. To hear the flak thundering out of 
national defence headquarters, the armed forces 
were told, not asked, about this newest thrust to 
further cut away old Canadian ties with the 
traditions of the British people.” 

If it is the intention of the Trudeau 
government to create a completely new scheme of 
military awards, it is safe to assume that the 
intention is to abandon the British system. This 
may find some favor with the nationalists who still 
cherish a ridiculous resentment over the one-time 
colonial status of this country, and with the 
anglophobes everywhere. 

But it will displease very many more; not only 
those who are proud of their British lineage, but 
men and women of all ethnic origins who have 
earned the right to wear their ribbons. 

From the divorcing of the British system of 
awards, of course, It Is only a short step to the 
severing of the sovereign's connection. 

Until Mr. Trudeau becomes this country’s first 
president his government cannot confer upon him 
an honor which properly belongs to the Queen of 
Canada. And before that happens he will have 
more than a battle with Quebec on his hands. 


Almost Pennies in the Pool

ECREATION MINISTER Kenneth Kiernan is 
reported to have registered mild surprise 
that Victoria has made no attempt to apply for a 
provincial grant, in connection with the 1971 
centenary of joining Canada, toward the cost of 
building its. new swimming pool complex. It is 
probably the city’s turn to be mildly surprised at 
the minister. 

It is certainly a little early yet for any 
comniunity in the province to have decided on a 
centennial capital project. Only the other day the 
general chairman of the B.C. Centennial ’71 
Committee was remarking that committees in 300 
communities would be working on such plans in 
the coming year. 

But besides that, there Is the question of how 
much the provincial grant will help in building 
commemorative edifices for 1971. 

For the third provincial centenary in 13 years 
— the previous two being the 100th birthday in 
1958 of the mainland colony of British Columbia 
and the 100th anniversary in 1966 of the union of 


the colonies of Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia — the provincial grants formula 
apparently will be the same as before. B.C.'s 
communities are offered 40 cents a person for 
festivities and 60 cents a person for capital 
project, to be matched by local funds. 

Victoria thus may get something like $36,000 
toward a commemorative project, if it acts on its 
own and not as part of Greater Victoria or the 
Capital Region — almost pennies in the pool if 
applied to a $1,600,000 aquatic complex. 

We have suggested before that the govern¬ 
ment should take account of what has happened to 
the building dollar (and the festivities dollar) over 
the years in trying to make the 1971 celebration 
the biggest of the three, and adjust its formula. 

If it doesn’t, of course, Mr. Bennett will have 
another example to offer Mr. Trudeau of how 
British Columbia fights inflation. But it’s hard to 
think of any imposing monument that the 60-cents 
a head provincial grant, locally matched, could 
build.

Smugglers 
Are Winning 
The Drug War 


By BILL LANG, from London 
Ten people are executed in Teheran, Persia, 
for smuggling drugs ... a boy of 12 dies of heroin 
addiction in New York on the other side of the 
world. These recent news items are a typical indi¬ 
cation of how the worldwide war on drug smuggling 
and addiction is going . .. badly. Despite increased 
vigilance and harsher penalties, drug smuggling 
and pushing has never been so popular, profitable 
or successful. 

Walter Vandemeer, 12, recently became the youngest 
person to die of addiction in New York, when he collapsed 
in a Harlem lavatory. An alcoholic at 10, hooked on heroin 
at U, he lived only for his addiction, financed by earning $88 
a week as an illicit drug delivery boy. 

New York medical authorities fear there are many more 
Walters walking the streets of Manhattan’s ghettos. The 
city has 100,000 heroin users, whose habit costs them about 
$25 a day. It is estimated they steal property worth $2,000,- 
000,000 a year to pay the Mils. If their drug supplies are lim¬ 
ited by detection agencies the price usually rises, and the 
stealing, too, as a consequence. 


Amateurs are helping the 
professionals by bringing 
heroin Into the country, from 
Europe and the Middle East. 

"White collar smuggling is 
becoming a national sport,' 
says a U.S. Customs Bureau 
official. 

President Nixon has esti¬ 
mated that the Mafia is 
making profits of nearly $21,- 
000 , 000,000 a year from ad¬ 
dicts and gamblers. 

In England, addiction was 
up 61 per cent last year, 
according to Home Office 
figures. There are nearly 3,000 
registered heroin addicts in 
England who receive free 
supplies of the drug under the 
National Health scheme. Two- 
thirds of these are aged 
between 15 and 23. 


There are believed to be 
tens of thousands of other 
unregistered addicts. Last 
year there were 4,24$ prosecu¬ 
tions for drug offences, a rise 
of 40 per cent on the previous 
year. It is felt that England 
will have three times as many 
addicts by 1972. 

Young people, who are 
introduced to soft drugs by 
schoolmates, experiment often 
with pep pills or tranquilizers 
from their homes. These 
youngsters are the main 
recruits to the growing army. 

England is an important 
customer for international 
drug syndicates. In Borne 
cases they have unloaded 
their diabolical product on 
children through peddlers dis¬ 
guised as ice cream sellers. 


One Death Daily 


London has only 16 over¬ 
worked policemen in its drug 
squad, and they are failing in 
their fight to prevent the drug 
black market from gaining its 
rapid organization. 

One person dies daily, on an 
average, from using Chinese 
heroin, a cheap mixture of the 
drug and an additive of 
anything from talcum powder 
to nicotine. 

Addicts do not know the 
strength of these adulterated 
mixtures, occasionally taking 
a lethal shot. 

In England, tougher penal¬ 
ties and more police are 
urged to fight the problem. 
The Home Office plans new 
laws providing 35 years jail 
for pushers, stricter checks on 


hospitals and chemists’ 
registers of dangerous drugs. 

In the U.S. traffic across 
the Mexican-American border 
is being checked by “Opera¬ 
tion Intercept," which baa 
quadrupled drug seizures this 
year along the 1,700-mile 
border. 

Vast quantities of drugs are 
being refined in secret l&bora- 
t o r i e s from crops (an 
economic mainstay in some 
areas) of poppy and Indian 
hemp grown in Mexico, China, 
the Middle East and Europe. 

Big quantities produced by 
licenced drug companies are 
being misused. Much of the 
narcotics smuggled to U.S. 
from Mexico comes from U.S. 
drug companies. 


Long Way Round 


Much of the booming Middle 
East trade Is channelled 
through Israel and Lebanon at 
low prices to Marseilles, 
France, through the Common 
Market countries, which have 
relaxed custom’s controls, to 
the free port of Antwerp, 
Belgium, then to England or 
the U.S., wher£ the top prices 
are paid.

Gallantry Awards to Members of Canadian Forces ‘Frozen 7 

Ottawa Halts British Medals 


There Is a “stop-order” on the awarding 
of all and any medals of the ‘‘British 
tradition’* to members of the Canadian 
Forces. 

The order, says defence headquarters, will 
remain In force until there Is a recommenda¬ 
tion on the issue by the special government 
decorations committee assigned to the study 
by State Secretary Gerard Pelletier. From 
the committee one of the two recommenda¬ 
tions are anticipated. 

• Restoration Of awards of these medals 
“In the British tradition” for gallantry and 

bravery. 

• Substitution of “distinctly Canadian” 
awards. 

★ ★ 

If the recommendation Is one to drop the 
awards made In the “British tradition” — 
such as the Military Cross, the Distinguished 
Service Order, Distinguished Flying Cross, 
Military Medal, George Cross and a host of 
others — even the hallowed Victoria Cross, 
supreme decoration in time of war, will go 
Into tiie history books as far aa Canada is 
concerned. 

The last medal for gallantry, defence 
headquarters discloses, was awarded last 
February to Canadian Nursing Sister Captain 
Joaa Canton for her rescue work at Gander 
when a Chechoslovakian air liner crashed 
three years ago In Newfoundland. 

★ * ★ 

In the name of the Queen, the governor- 
general awarded Captain Cashin a decoration 
for gallantry which made her a member of 
the Order o ft he British Empire, military 
division. 

Since that ceremonial 11 months ago In 
Rldeau Hall, no awards for gallantry or 
bravery have been made. 

But there have been recommendations tor 
decorations, discloses defence headquarters. 


held la abeyance all last year while 
Pelletier's committee studies the question. 

Pelletier’s committee is working under the 
direction of the protocol division of the 
secretary of state department, with defence 
headquarters insisting it is taking no part In 
the discussions and decisions. 


There Is some reason to wonder whether 
indeed the defence department has been 
consulted. To hear the Oak thundering out of 
National Defence Headquarters, the armed 
forces were “told” not “asked” about this 
newest thrust to further cut away old 
Canadian ties with the traditions of the 
British people.

Firebrand Phase Thing of Past 

French Students ‘Square" 


By HAROLD KING, from Paris 

The French student of 1970 Is very different from the rich 
revolutionary firebrands who produced the month of riots in 
1968 and undermined the position of President de Gaulle. 
Today’s student of 20 laughs at Karl Marx and pays little 
attention to good old Freud. 

Among the public figures he most admires John Kennedy 
heads the list fra- non-French statesmen, but de Gaulle is well 
ahead of all French leaders in student admiration 

These are some of (he results of the first serious 
Investigation into what bey and girl students of today think, 
dream about, and expect from life In the future. The inquiry 
was conducted by the French Institute of Polemology, which 
means studying the causes of war and the means of keeping 
the peace. Conclusions are based on 250,000 replies made by 
1,200 students in Paris and the provinces aged 20. 

Only 11 per ceqt were still interested in Marx. Aa for the 
other supposed heroes of the young generation, Mao Tse-tung, 
Stalin and the rioters’ philosopher. Professor Marcuse, got 
only one and a half per cent, while Che Guevara got less than 
one per cent Freud still managed to get seven per cent, but 
failed to be mentioned even once by the medical students. 

A ★ * 

The 20-year-old now at the universities hardly ever 
mentioned the Second World War aa having had any influence 
on their way of thinking, and Hitler is not even a dirty word 
for them. On the other hand, they are distinctly more 
interested In sport than their elders were. 

Tremendous interest is displayed by the vast majority of 
both sexes in ttie contraceptive pill. Eighty-nine per cent of 
the boys and of the girls are convinced of the need for birth 
control. As for sexual freedom, 83 per cent of the young men 
and 67 per cent of the girls believe In intercourse before 
marriage. 


Nonetheless for 71 per cent of both sexes love of family 
seems to remain a basic concept of value. While wishing to 
free themselves of parental control at an early age, they say 
they want to have families themselves In which the woman 
as far as possible will be freed from the servitudes of 
maternity by the extension of creches, canteens and other 
arrangements, making for more freedom from household 
drudgery. 

They want to marry early, but at the same time are 
fearful about their future. Sixty-five per cent of the students 
questioned do not feel Bure of future employment. This is 
particularly marked among law and science students, and to 
a lesser degree among the future doctors of medicine. It Is 
less characteristic of art students who seem to rely on their 
talent to make their way in life. _ 

★ A ★ 

It is to this uneasiness about future* 1 employment which 
the students interrogated attribute the student uprising of 
May 1968, rather than to dissatisfaction with the consumer 
society which moat of them failed to define dearly. 

Four out of five of the students taking an active part in 
the May, 1968, barricades, the inquiry reveals, were well off, 
but feared for their own future economic security. 

The Institute of Polemology states that the aggressive¬ 
ness of the student rioters was much greater among those 
whose parents lived well and who feared they could not 
themselves keep up this standard of comfort for themselves. 

There seems to be a decline in the traditional virtues. 
Only 53 per cent of the students attached importance to 
respect for their teachers or to love of country. The girls are 
more patriotic than the boys. Fifty-eight per cent of the 
young men considered military service as useless if not even 
harmful (36 per cent). Among the girls only 20 per cent share 
these anti-military service sentiments, believing perhaps that 
discipline 4s good for future husbands.

Bilingualism Finds Favor 


MONTREAL (CP) — A sur¬ 
vey shows that an overwhelm¬ 
ing number of children’s wear 
retailers across Canada favor 
bilingualism on clothing tags, 
packaging and advertising dis¬ 
play material. 

The survey was conducted by 
Children’s Apparel Merchandis¬ 
ing Aida, a quarterly published 
by the Children's Apparel Man¬ 
ufacturers’ Association. 

PARTIAL REPLY 

The study involved the send¬ 
ing of questionnaire* to 1,283 
children's wear retailers across | 
the countoy 606 in Quebec and' 
877 elsewhere, all readeri of the 
quarterly. About 25 per cent of 
the retailers replied. 

The results revealed that 75 
per cent of Canadian children's 
wear shop owners actually fa¬ 
vored bilingualism while 91 per 
cent had no objection to bilin-

"Conversely, it is true that 
English-speaking Canada has 
made great strides in accepting 
the FTench fact, although it still 
has some way to go to meet 
Quebec’s acceptance of a dual¬ 
language Canada.”

Brightest prospect In a fairly glum steelhead outlook fur 
anglers is the Big Qualicum River. Fisheries officials at the 
counting fence there had counted 114 rainbows frotn die sea 
migrating over the fence, by Monday but only eight had been 
caught by then, and another four since Monday. 

The fish are in the river and because the Big Qualicum is a 
temperature-read and flow-controlled river through file federal 
fisheries salmon experiment projects it is in good fishing 
condition. 

The only other Island river reported in top condition 
Thursday was the Campbell, but fishing success In that river 
has been poor. 

All other rivers were reported low and steelheaders have 
had little success, although the odd fish is being taken. 

The Cowichan has been one of the better bets for anglers 
who work for their fish. 

Bill Vaux took an eight-pounder In the Riverbottom area 
Ihis week and Kelvin Gregory got a 17-pounder Monday. Rarmie 
Re 11 took an eight-and-ane-half-pounder from below the Silver 
Rridge this week, but steelhcading has definitely tapered off 
with low water. 

Gold River has also tapered off.

Saanich Inlet has been averaging a fiah a boat in early 
mornings and at dusk, with fish averaging seven pounds. 

The Chinooks appear to have moved from Tod Inlet to 
Willis Point waters, but are being taken generally from 
Brentwood to Finlays on Arm. 

From WilHs Point to the Boulder, try fishing at 175 feet 
with planer; from Willis Point towards centre and Bamberton 
use 225 feet with planer; at Halts' end of Finlayson use from 
100 feet to 250 feet of line with planer. Small strip, minnows 
and Tomick plugs have been taking the Chinooks.

But on the last day of 1969, 
23-ycar-okl Becir Taci be¬ 
lieved the Mazrekus were 
busy preparing for the New 
Year holiday He decided it 
was safe to take a look at the 
family's neglected vineyard, 
to see what could be done to 


save it from ruin. While the 
young man was there, word 
got to the Mazreku family. 

Saban, now 65, got a 
German machine-gun he had 
hidden away and went to the 
vineyard. He fired 18 rounds 
point-blank Into Becir. The 
killing was a. setback to

He was answering questions 
from members of Campbell 
River Pollution Control Society 
about drilling possibilities. 

He was asked why a permit 
had been Issued for testing if 
there was no possibility of ob¬ 
taining a drilling right. 

Mr. Campbell said that he 
was not a technician but he 
understood that one could drill 
from water or land—in the 
opinion of some technicians, 
drilling could be conducted 
four or five miles out from 
shore slanting out from land. 

He repeated a statement 
made by Reoreation Minister 
Kenneth Kleraan In Campbell 
River Wednesday that if it was 
not possible to drill from a 
land mass into the gulf, the oil 
would 'stay there. 

-Newly-elected chairman of 
the society, Kenneth Forde, 
asked about pollution at Buttle 
Lake.

He said that charts of tests 
of the lake water were show¬ 
ing a steady climb In lead con¬ 
tent.

A wave of Californians from 
oil-soaked beaches and smog- 
polluted cities may invade 
Greater Victoria in the next 
10 years, about 50 members of 
the Capital Region branch of 
the Community Planning 
Association of Canada were 
told Thursday. 

Professor D. Richard 
Lycan, of the University of 
Victoria, said that for the past 
30 years the “immigrants" to 
Victoria came mostly from 
the prairies but the next wave 
of people to enter the area 
might be quite different. 

Many **f them would be 

active urbanites, intelligent 
and very vocal, the professor 
said. 

Along with former alderman 
Ian Stewart and public rela¬ 
tions consultant James 
McCroesan, Dr. Lycan, a 
geographer, was part of a 
panel which examined the 
subject: "What form of a 
region do we really want." 

No Rapid Change 

Although the influx from 
U.S. and Canadian cities 
might be steady and large, 
Dr. Lycan said he felt that 
the character of the district 
would not change radically or 
quickly. 

"There is a strong con¬ 
servationist philosophy here 
and people don't want to see 
the environment altered 
rapidly,” the speaker said. He 
said he felt that the people 
who came here from outside 
would probably absorb this 
atmosphere and that there 
would not be any earthshaking 
transition of the way of life. 

350,000 People 

Former chairman of the 
Capital Region Planning 
Board, Mr. Stewart, said the 
district was now growing at 
the rate of 3 per cent a year 
and if this trend continued 
there would be 350,000 people 
here by 2001. 

There were 214 square miles 
of area in the Capital region. 
Of that 94 acres was suitable 
for development and 32 had 
already been developed. 

These were political ramifi¬ 
cations attendant upon any 
dream for the area’s future 
and, as such, must be faced, 
he said. 

Few Citizens Care 

Mr. Stewart said B.C. has 
systems of government which 
protected orderly growth but 
didn’t look far into the future. 

, As long as there were streets 
I to walk and drive on, sewers 
, which worked, lights which 
, came on and a steady pay 
envelope, few people cared 
about the community and how 
I it might develop, 
t Yet care they must, sooner 
or later, as this whole region 


was. In reality, one big 
community and, as such had 
to be planned on a regional 
basis, be said.

So far no positive evidence 
has been turned up in Canada 
proving that oral contracep¬ 
tives cause any particular 
disease or health condition. 
However the committee on 
safety of drugs In Great Bri¬ 
tain recently issued a state¬ 
ment saying that toe risk of 
blood clots is greater in wo¬ 
men taking toe pill formulas 
with higher percentages of 
estrogen. Estrogen, a female 
hormone, and the male hor¬ 
mone progestogen are toe 
working ingredients of all 
present oral contraceptives. 

Canadian studies do not ap¬ 
pear to support the British 
findings. Dr. Bishop said, but 
he admitted that Great Bri¬ 
tain has a more accurate 
system for determining the 
number and type of contracep¬ 
tive prescriptions that are 
issued each year. 


OTTAWA (UPD — Dr. Jef¬ 
frey Bishop, director of the 
Food and Drug Directorate’s 
drug advisory bureau, said 
Thursday that a much greater 
degree of hazard faces users 
of oral contraceptives than 
was originally believed when 
the pill was introduced about 
a decade ago. 

Dr. Bishop said blood clots, 
m ental depression and pos¬ 
sibly cancer are three dan¬ 
gers now being studied by 
government acientisla in a de¬ 
tailed review of the drug's 
effects and possible risks. 

The possibility the widely- 
accepted revolutionary pill 
may cause cancer “is by no 
means settled,” Dr. Bishop 
said, but there is "no serious 
evidence” so far of any direct 
link. 

Directions for use should 
be “tightened up” in Canada 
so doctors would be more 
careful about which patients 
are put on the potent hormone

A good plan la to shorten all branches 
by about one-ball their length. 

In late spring the Jerusalem cherry 
should be given a summer holiday 
outdoors, either on a lightly shaded 
porch or by sinking the pot up to its rim 
in the outdoor garden, morning sun 
only. You may step up the amount and 
frequency of watering at this stage, and 
when new leaves appear, resume 
feeding with liquid fertilizer. If the 
leaves should turn abnormally pale, try 
adding a tiny pinch of Epsom salts to 
its water once ,a week until the good 
green color is restored. This plant 
seems to need a little extra magnesium 
in its diet. 


from steam radiators or hot air 
registers is essential, for direct heat 
will cause berries and leaves to fall off. 

Another common cause of leaf¬ 
dropping and berry-dropping is air 
pollution, for like all members of -the 
tomato-pepper family, the Jerusalem 
cherry is abnormally sensitive to traces 
of natural>gas, coal gas or oil fumes in 
the air. I have known a plant to lose all 
its leaves and berries overnight when 
the pilot light on a gas range was blown 
out inadvertently, releasing just a trace 
of gas to the atmosphere. 

Unlike the azalea, this little plant 
will tolerate ordinary tap water and will 
probably need watering about every 
second day all through Its period of 
active growth. A little houseplant 
fertilizer may be given in its water 
every second week. 


In this series on the after care of 
Christmas gift houseplants, it is time 
we considered the charming and 
popular little plant known as the 
Jerusalem eherry. 

How it ever acquired this name, I 
haven't the foggiest idea, for it isn't 
from Jerusalem — its native home is 
Madeira — and it isn't even remotely 
related to the cherry; in fact, Ha 
decorative little orange-red berries’ are 
said to be poisonous. This may or may 
not be true; the authorities don’t agree 
on this point, and I don't think anyone 
is particularly anxious to run any 
personal tests.

The plant, technically Snlanum 
pseudo-capsicum, is actually a tiny 
shrub and is first cousin to the tomato, 
the pepper, the potato and the eggplant, 
all respected members of the Solanum 
family. The black sheep of the tribe is 
Solanum nigrum, the Deadly Night¬ 
shade. a highly poisonous weed, and it 
is probably because of this relationship 
that the berries of the Jerusalem cherry 
are suspect. 

If a Jerusalem cherry has come to 
live at your house, a good place for it 
through the winter months is a sunny 
window in a coolish room, ideally 
around 60 degrees. A spot well removed 


To get berries on your plant again, 
the little white blossoms must be 
pollinated. Insects will usually take care 
of this while the plant is outdoors; 
indoors, a good method is to use a Q- 
Tip or make up^ a small swab of cotton 
on the end of a toothpick and twirl this 
gently in the centre of each blossom in 
turn. This will transfer pollen from one 
flower to another, and berries should 
start to form soon after. 

The Jerusalem cherry is an easy 
plant to propagate, either by removing 
and sowing seeds from the ripe berries 
or by taking and rooting slips.

Like apples, the berries will tall 
when fully mature, and the dropping of 
ripe berries signals the approach of the 
plaqfs annual resting period. At this 
stage, give no more fertilizer and 
reduce watering until the soil is almost 
but not quite bone dry. A little pruning 
and shaping is called for during this 
semi-dormant period, otherwise the 
plant will become too big and straggly.

Formation of labor courts was 
advocated in Victoria Thursday 
by a national representative of 
the construction industry. 

Harry Briggs of Montreal, 
who Is president of the 1,100- 
member Canadian Plumbing 
and Mechanical Contractors 
Association, said in an interview 
that the building trades unions 
are much stronger than man¬ 
agement and that the gap is 
widening. \ 

"I think the time has come 
for the establishment of labor 
courts,” be said. 

DRASTIC ACTION 
“It has reached the point that 
If the unions don't get their way 
they can strike and dose down 
ail construction.” 

He feels a labor court should 
be presided over by someone 
like an economist with the 
power of a judge and that it 
should only be resorted to after 


regular collective bargaining 
procedure has failed to bring 
settlement. 

Mr. Briggs said he was not 
familiar with the labor court 
system in Australia. Canadian 
labor leaders have often said 
the Australian system has 
created more labor problems 
than existed before. 

BIO BOOSTS 

He was also unfamiliar with 
B.C.’s controversial Mediation 
Act mill 33) which could be 
likened to a labor court in one 
respect — its compulsory arbi¬ 
tration feature. 

“I feel our construction trade 
Is contributing more to inflation 
than just about any other 
body,” he said. 

This, he said, is because of 
the big wage increases being 
forced on the industry and the 
fact the coat must be passed on 
to the consumer. 


Unlike the industrial sector, 
contractors can't offset some of 
the cost by controlling produc¬ 
tion, he said. 

‘‘Construction can’t do that. 
We can't put up a bunch of 
buildings and keep them in 
reserve." 

What it means, he said, is 
that if a tradesman gets a {1 an 
hour raise the customer pays; 
another $1.25 — he completely 
absorbs the Increase, as well as 
the extra overhead it creates. 

NATIONAL TOUR 

Mr. Briggs and John Long of 
Toronto, who Is the association’s 
executive vice-president, are 
making a national tour to visit 
some of their provincial offi¬ 
cials. 

They have arrived in B.C. at a 
time when building trades 
unions are preparing wage 


demands that range up to more 
than 50 per cent. 

Both men feel inflation and 
the bousing crisis are nearing 
wartime emergency proportions. 

The association plans to 
attack parts of Finance Minister 
Benson’s white paper on taxa¬ 
tion when it makes a formal 
presentation — possibly by the 
end of February. 

The main objections are re¬ 
moval of tax incentive on 
personal income of less than 
$35,000, taxing of convention 
expenses and taxing of invested 
funds. 

They say their conventions 
are basically of the seminar 
type — bard working and not of 
a party-going nature. 

Of the objection to taxing 
invested funds, Mr. Long said: 
“We should be able to accrue 
one year’s budget wihout worry¬ 
ing about taxes."

Dr. Jameson commented 
on the problem of referendums 
and financing saying, “We are 
allowed to spend up to 110 per 
cent using our operating ex¬ 
penses of the past year as a 
base.

Sobbing Wife Testifies 


A 23- y er-eld woman standing 
trial for non-capital murder in 
the kBlfcselaytng Oct. I of her 
divorced husband. John Noe! 
Carifeilfi. told a B.c. Supreme 
Court trial Thursday how she 
was threatened, beaten and 
choked by her ex-husband the 
night of tits stabbing 

"At one point In the struggle, 
I wished he would squeeze a 
little harder and get it over 
with,” Anita Louise Carifelle 
said, then broke into tears on 
the witness stand. 

"He choked me; I coudn’t 
scream tor help: I just eouldn't 
take any more,” she sobbed. 

DEMANDED TALK 

Mrs. Carifelle was testifying 
to the events that led to her 
former husband’s death. 

She told the all-male jury of 
an incident which preceded the 
fatal stabbing. 

About 10:30 p,m. Oct, 3, Mr. 
Carifelle came to her apartment 
demanding to talk to her. Mrs, 
Carifelle said. During a subse¬ 
quent struggle, he dragged her 
across the verandah to the back 
of the building. 

“He just grabbed me, ope 
hand around my back, thfl other 
around my throat ... I tried to 
scream for help, but he choked 
me more. Every time I started 
to scream, he choked me, I lost 
consciousness at one point,” she 
testified. 

‘STARTED TO CRY’ 

“He kept dragging me along 
saying over and over he was 
going to fix me. Then he started 
to cry and asked me to come 
back to him. When I said I 
wouldn’t, he choked ms again.” 

Later in the house, Mrs. 
Carifelle testified, her former 
husband said he had tried to get 
into her apartment tbs night 
before. 

"When I told him 1 bad h#ard 
his knocking, but had been 
afraid to open the door, he said, 
'it’s good you didn't because I

would have wiped you ail out. I 
had a loaded gun and a knife’," 
Mrs. Carifelle told court. 

Some time later, she saw her : 
father, Edward Hall, come into 
the apartment, asking what had 
been going on. A fight started 
and she went to the nearby 
Beachcomber restaurant to get 
help, she said- 

She testified she saw her 
father hurled over the railing of 
the verandah in front at her 
apartment. 

"I thought dad would be 
i killed. I was in the kitchen (of 
the restaurant) and grabbed the 
only thing I could find ... I 
don’t think I even knew at the 
time it was a knife.” 

NOBODY HELPED 

“I had begged and pleaded for 
someone to help *ny father, but 
nobody did anything to stop the 
fight," Mrs. Carifelle said. 

"When I came cl<*e (to the 
fighting men) l saw dad with 
blood all over his face, mouth 
open . , I thought he was dead 
. . . Sonny (Carifelle) was on top 
of him ... I just struck out and 
then I started screaming when I 
realized what I had done.” 

But the fight continued until 
someone pulled Mr. Carifelle off 
her father, she said. 

•I KICKED BONNY’ 

"People were just standing 
around, and nobody was helping 
my dad. At one point, I kicked 
Sonny in the ribs.” 

Mrs. Carifelle told court she 
didn’t Intend to kill her former 
husband. All she wanted to do 
was break up the fight. 

"If it hadn’t been a knife, I 
would have taken something 
pile or I would have pounded 
jhim until he let go of my 
father," she testified.

Smog Refugee, 
Eye Victoria? 


A wave of Californians from 
oil-soaked beaches and smog- 
polluted cities may invade 
Greater Victoria in the next 
30 years, about 50 members of 
the Capital Region branch of 
the Community Planning 
Association of Canada were 
told Thursday. I 

Professor D. Richard 
Lycan, of the University of 
Victoria, said that for the past 
30 years the "immigrants" to 
Victoria came mostly from 
the prairies but the next wave 
of people to enter the area 
might be quite different. 

Many of them would be 
active urbanites, intelligent 
and very vocal, die professor 
said. 

Along with former alderman 
Ian Stewart and public rela¬ 
tions consultant James 
McCrossan, Dr. Lycan. a 
geographer, was part of a 
panel which examined the 
subject; "What form of a 
region do we really want.” 

No Rapid Change 

Although the influx from 
U.S. and Canadian cities 
might be steady and large, 
Dr. Lycan said he felt that 
the character of the district 
would not change radically or 
quickly. 

“There is a strong con¬ 
servationist philosophy here 
and people don’t want to see 
the environment altered 
rapidly,’* the speaker said. He 
said he felt that the people 
who came here from outside 
would probably absorb this 
atmosphere and that there 
would not be any earthshaking 
transition of the way of life. 

350,000 People 

Former chairman of the 
Capital Region Planning 
Board, Mr. Stewart, said the 
district was now growing at 
the rate of 3 per cent a year 
and if this trend continued 
there would be 350,000 people 
here by 2001. 

There were 214 square miles 
of area in the Capital region. 
Of that 94 acres was suitable 
for development and 32 had 
already been developed.
